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REPORT OF STEARNS LECTURE COMMISSION. 


Capt. Albert Stearns of Brooklyn, N. Y., superintend- 
ent of Church and Dwight Soda Works of Brooklyn and 
Syracuse, N. Y., presented this fund. When a youth, this 
philanthropist resided on the Stearns farm, Ashburnham 
road. His education was secured in the Gibson school- 
house on the Souhegan, near Gibson Four Corners. 

When he established a business of repute he inquired 
how he could benefit the town of his adoption. This de- 
veloped a correspondence with a schoolmate and her son 
that ultimately created a perpetual trust, called the 
“Stearns Lecture Fund.” The income annually is to be 
devoted to the expense of non-sectarian lectures. 

Captain Stearns died April 21, 1914. He was born in 
Rindge, N. H., December 20, 1833. His portrait hangs 
in the Town Hall gallery, associated with others identi- 
fied with the town’s progress. This endowment is a 
praiseworthy memorial to the giver and leads to advanced 
culture. The trustees of the trust funds serve as trustees 
and the lecture commission submit an annual report. 

The first gift of $3,000 served as a nucleus and is in- 
vested in a policy of the Massachusetts Hospital Life In- 
surance Co., 50 State St., Boston, Mass. A second gift 
of $2,000 was made in 1907 and is invested, viz.: Amos- 
_keag Savings Bank, Manchester, N. H., $1,000; $1,000 
_ has been invested in the Fitchburg Savings Bank, Fitch- 
burg, Mass., but in January the Trustees of the Trust 
Funds invested this amount in Liberty Bonds, to conform 
with the laws of the state. The last gift of $2,000 was 
made in 1912 and is deposited, viz.: Amoskeag Savings 
Bank, Manchester, N. H., $1,000; Merrimack County 
Savings Bank, Concord, N. H., $1,000.

Superintendent’s. Report 


To the School Committee of New Ipswich: 


Herewith I submit the third annual report as Superin- 
tendent of your schools. 

The general excellence of the work being accomplished 
in the schools this year is due very largely to the fact that 
you have been able to retain the services for another year of 
all but one of last years corps of competent teachers. The 
only change to note is that at Number 6, Mrs. Anna Mc- 
Laughlin of New Ipswich was elected to fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the resignation in June of Miss Philomene 
Chapman, While we regret the loss of Miss Chapman, yet 
the town has gained in Mrs. McLaughlin an experienced 
teacher of unusual ability. It is to be hoped that the in- 
creased efficiency secured by this small overturn in the 
teaching force may not be interrupted and that through a 
liberal policy of compensation, the more successful of our 
teachers will remain from year to year. 

A steady gain is being made in the record of attendance 
for pupils. A comparison of the attendance table which is 
appended to this report for last year with that of the preced- 
ing year shows a gain of 7% while the percentage of at- 
tendance for the first sixteen weeks of the present school 
year is 24% more than that of a corresponding period of 
last year. Number 6 and Smithville secured the highest 
percentage last year with 93% and 90.55% respectively. 
This year the Smithville school deserves especial mention 
as a glance at the table will indicate, Other schools to show 
good percentages are Number 4, Number 1 and Number 6. 

The steady growth of the enrollment of our schools is 
worthy of comment because of the additional cost entailed 
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in making adequate provision for more’ children. While 
consolidation of the 7th and 8th grades at the Academy 
building relieved the situation for the time being, there is 
already evidence of congestion in some of the schools. 
Last year the total enrollment was 21 more than year before 
last, and there is likely to be a considerable gain this year 
over last. At present there are 4o children enrolled in the 
first grade. From the figures given above it is evident that 
transportation of children of the 7th and 8th grades to the 
village has become practically a necessity. The only alter- 
native would be either building an extension to some of our 
present school buildings or opening another school. Either 
plan would necessitate having more teachers. For the 
present, therefore, the plan of transporting children to the 
Academy is the more economical one. In my mind, how- 
ever, this solution of the housing problem is of far less 
consequence than the educational advantages derived by 
having the children of the upper grades attend one school 
together. From a disintegrated class of individuals, the 
graduating class has become a coherent group of children 
with common purposes and aims. Last year none of the 
members of the graduating class entered the Academy, 
while this year seven of the graduates are enrolled. To me, 
this desire on the part of the pupils for a higher education 
augurs well for the future of the town. 

The work in the schools appears to be progressing favor- 
ably this year. Through the introduction of common text 
books in the different schools an attempt is being made to 
keep the children in the different schools together in the 
various subjects. An inventory of all books used in the 
schools has also been taken, with this same purpose in view. 
It will be a year or two, however, before the schools will 
be sufficiently stocked with books to make the work com- 
pletely uniform. Last year new grammar books were in- 
troduced, while this year new geographies, histories and 
literature books for the grammar school, a complete set of 
books on hygiene and sanitation and many supplementary 
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readers have been added to the list. Next year new arith- 
metics as well as histories for the intermediate grades should 
be purchased. Drill on the fundamentals has been the 
watchword this year, while especial emphasis is being laid 
on reading. As yet I feel that we are not up to par in read- 
ing so we shall continue to stress this very important sub- 
ject. The Courtis drill tests in arithmetic have been in- 
troduced. ‘These are intended to increase speed and accur- 
acy in the four fundamental processes. 

Under our new music supervisor, Miss Madeline Aldrich 
of Keene, the children appear to be making good progress 
in singing. While up to this time especial emphasis has 
been laid on getting children to sing together, yet it is hoped 
that most of the children will ultimately learn to read music. 
The latter is uphill work in rural schools particularly where 
there are frequent changes in supervisors. However, ap- 
preciation of music and the joy of singing are ends in 
themselves well worthy of attainment. In this connection it 
may be said that two of the schools, Smithville and Number 
I, have purchased victrolas this year. 

I cannot speak too highly of the splendid accomplishment 
of the Parent Teachers’ Association and the Red Cross in 
getting the dental clinic for New Ipswich. The results, 
however, have far exceeded expectations. One hundred 
four children have been treated. While it may be easy to 
compute the financial saving to the parent yet it is impossible 
to calculate the benefits derived from the standpoint of 
health. Pupils who did not have an opportunity to be 
treated should be eager for the return of the clinic next 
year. I wish also to express my appreciation, publicly, for 
the continued interest of the Parent Teachers’ Association 
in the general welfare of the school children and their help- 
fulness in purchasing necessary equipment for the serving 
of hot lunches at the schools. Through the splendid efforts 
of the teachers the hot lunches in the New Ipswich schools 
are a notable success and well worthy of imitation in other 
districts. 
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For several years there has been a desire on the part of 
many of the people of New Ipswich for a district nurse 
who should do public health work. The burden of expense 
however has been deemed too great for one town to shoulder 
alone. In the meantime the idea of a school nurse has been 
gaining ground rapidly in the state so that at the present 
time there are several supervisory districts which employ a 
school nurse, the several towns in a district sharing the 
expense. This winter five of the towns in this district 
have been enjoying the services of a school nurse. Miss 
Myra Ellis has been engaged for the winter and her salary 
is being paid largely from state funds. Although Miss Ellis 
has been in New Ipswich but a short time I have asked her 
to make a brief report of her findings and of the needs of 
the school children. 

It is to be hoped that the school districts and private or- 
ganizations if necessary, will show enough interest in the 
work of a school nurse to insure one for the district for the 
coming year. 

At the time of the last school meeting it was confidently 
expected that New Ipswich would receive state aid this year, 
so the school committee recommended that the district raise 
for the support of schools only the $.005 tax on the equalized 
valuation, Accordingly the district raised for the support 
of elementary schools $6,583.25 while the amount called for 
in the budget was $8,575.00. The difference between 
$8,575.00 and $6,583.25 or $1,991.75 was the amount which 
the state was expected to furnish. As a matter of fact 
the budget which was sent last fall to the State Board of 
Education and upon which the state aid allotment for the 
present year was based was considerably in excess of the 
budget as presented to the school meeting last spring. This 
increase was due largely to greater expenditures for 
teachers’ salaries, minor repairs to school buildings and 
transportation of pupils. On the basis of this budget the 
State Board approved of New Ipswich receiving approxim- 
ately $2,500.00 state aid this year. This is where the power 
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of the State Board in the matter ends and where the effect 
of a certain provision in the law as passed by the last 
legislature begins. That the matter may be more clearly 
understood as to just why New Ipswich is not eligible for 
state aid this year may I take the liberty to quote directly 
from the school law. “If the total demand for State aid, 
as shown by the approved budgets, is in excess of the ap- 
propriation ($325,000) certain districts shall be omitted 
from the distribution. The districts to be omitted are those 
in which payments for current local expenditures for public 
education per thousand dollars of the equalized valuation 
were, during the previous year, the lowest.’ Because of 
this provision forty towns in the state which had become 
eligible for state aid by raising the necessary $.005 tax on 
the equalized valuation have been omitted from the distribu- 
tion. New Ipswich with a local expenditure last year of 
$7.29 for every $1,000 of the valuation, was the twenty-third 
town from the bottom of the list of towns applying for state 
aid. By another provision of the same law, however, some 
relief is afforded the towns thus cut off from aid. To quote 
again from the law: “The State Board is authorized to with 
hold from the general distribution not exceeding five per- 
cent of the amount appropriated for State Aid, and apply 
the same for special equalization purposes.” Accordingly 
the State Board have seen fit to use this 5% of the total 
appropriation which amounts to $16,250, by: pro-rating it 
among the towns which had been omitted from the distribu- 
tion. From this source New Ipswich will receive $938 or 
$1,562 less than was approved by the State Board for State 
aid. These figures $1,562 represent in a general way, the 
deficit for the present school year. 

The situation in regard to State Aid next year will be 
identical with that of this year as distribution will be made 
on the basis of last year’s expenditures. Accordingly the 
full amount of the budget as reported by the school board 
should be raised. It is possible of course, that the State 
Board may be able to render some assistance to the forty 
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towns cut off from state aid, but it is not safe to depend 
on this. There is also a possibility that the new legislature 
next winter may make up to the towns the deficits which 
they had been called upon to raise. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation for the 
hearty support accorded me by teachers, school board and 
townspeople.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE. 


All through the country the cry and demand for better 
health conditions and healthier citizens seems to permeate 
and the strong feeling is uppermost in the minds 
of thoughtful people that in order to have a nation of 
healthy virile men and women the crusade for health 
cannot start too soon nor at too early an age. Consequently 
we find a great; interest shown by communities both large 
and small in the health of the school children, for it is 
where children particularly are gathered together in the 
school room that epidemics of all kinds arise and spread if 
quick action is not taken. 

Health ghould be kept before the minds of the school 
children in such a way as to arouse their interest to keep 
well and so make them fit to fight any disease that they 
may be exposed to. Physical, defects such ‘ag diseased ton- 
sils and adenoids, decayed teeth and defective breathing 
should be corrected. Faulty health habits such as sleeping 
with the windows closed and insufficient sleep and rest 
should be overcome and proper and sufficient nourishment 
should be taken. 

In New Ipswich we find even after a sojourn of five 
weeks of the dental clinic 79 cases of poor teeth either only 
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partially corrected or wholly uncorrected. Fifty cases of 
bad tonsils often accompanied by adenoids to be treated 
or removed. fourteen cases of poor vision or severe eye 
strain to be corrected. Some cases of malnutrition and 
many cases of poor posture are also noticed. All of these 
defects tend to drain the body of its energy and leave it 
in first-rate condition to absorb readily any disease with 
which 1t comes in contact; in fact such defects as bad teeth 
and diseased tonsils often cause serious infections which at 
times are fatal. 

After the medical examination has been made each year 
_ in the schools by the physician the cards telling of defects 
in due time are sent to the parents. Often these cards are 
not understood and if understood are many times ignored 
particularly if the children are able at all to attend school. 
But the physician’s work is done and often from year to 
year the same defects in the same children are recorded. 
It is then that someone must follow up these cards going to 
the homes and explaining to the parents in an intelligent 
and sympathetic manner why the defects in the child 
should ‘be corrected and as soon as possible and advising 
the care ‘at home and making arrangements for surgical aid 
if such is needed. Thig is the work of the school nurse.

To the Citizens of New Ipswich: 


There are three items under “Summary of Expenses” 
which we would like to explain. 

The first two “Minor Repairs and Expenses” and ‘Al- 
terations of Old Buildings” total a great deal more than 
the game two items of last year. This is due to the exten- 
sive repairg completed at schools No. 4 and No. 5. 

At the beginning of the summer vacation we had three 
school buildings needing a great many alterations to meet 
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the state requirements. It was decided to fulfil these re- 
quirements at No. 4 and No. 5 at once; those at No. 12 
next summer as they are not as urgently needed. The 
expense at No. 5| was more than the estimate because of 
finding a double wall after the work was started. The 
repairs of these two schools have caused a heavy outlay 
this year but you Lave now two more schools in excellent 
condition, meeting nearly all state requirements and which 
will not need any repairs again for several years we hope. 
We say “two more schools’ because of course No. 6 is in 
excellent condition. This school is the only school that has 
a jacketed stove, the others should have them. One heavy 
item of expense that must be met soon at No. 6 is to have 
a well dug. 

The third item is under ‘New Equipment.” This ex- 
pense could not be foreseen. It was necessary to buy 
twenty new desks to accommodate pupils of the upper 
grades. We also had to buy a few new desks for the 
elementary schools. The crowded condition of our school 
rooms is becoming a serious question. We have almost as 
many children in our elementary schools as they have in 
Wilton. 

We join with Mr. Currier in recognizing the value of 
the work of the Parent-Teacher Association and the Red 
Cross; especially the work done through the Dental Clinic.
